been the business center of the metrop- 
olis; and Pennsylvania avenue from 
the Capitol to Georgetown, with the 
streets immediately adjacent, was lined 
with houses, many of them with shops 
on the ground flVr. The Executive 
Departments were located in four brick 
edifices on the corners of the square in 
the center of which was the White 
House. 


Pennsylvania avenue — the Appian 


Way of our republic—was graded while 
Jefferson was President, at a cost of 
$14,000; he personally superintended 
the planting of four rows of Lombardy 
poplars along that portion of it between 
the Capitol and the White House—a 
row along each curb-stone, and two 
equi-distant rows in the road-way, which 
was thus divided into three parts, like 
Unter der Linden, at Beilin. In the 
winter and spring the drive-way would 
be full of mud-holes, some of them axle- 
deep, and some of the 
cross-streets

The second is chlerine- 
water diluted with from two to four 
times as much water. 
A prominent 


physician of Springfield, Mass., has for 
the last sixteen years found it almost 
uniformly effective. Prior to its use, 
he lost half his cases. The third rem- 
edy is sulphur. Dr. Field, of England, 
has obtained remarkable cures with it. 
His prescription is, we believe, to mix a 
teaspoonful of the flour of aulphur in a 
wine-glass of water, and give it as a 
gargle. If the patient is unable to gar- 
gle, blow some of the dry flour through 
a quill upon the diseased paits of the 
mouth and throat; or burn some of the 
sulphur on a live coal, and let the pa- 
tient inhale its fumes; or, filling the 
room with the fumes, let him walk about 
and inhale them. The patient should 
always be kept warm, the bowels open, 
and the system well nourished with 
easily-digested food. 


, ^Dakota Wheat Fields. 


Of the tour hundred million bushels of 


[wheat produced in the United States, by 
far the largest portion is sown in the fall, 
and is called winter grain. The varieties 
are conditioned by soil and climate, the 
latitude of Milwaukee marking in-gener- 
al the northern boundary of winter v, heat. 


The area suited for the production of 


{wheat sown in the spring hitherto has 
been ot limited extent, hut there is an 
undeveloped section of the country so 
wide and far-reacoing that it may be re- 
garded as the great summer wheat field 
of the future. 
Its capabilities are so vast, 


and insurance of production so certain, 
that the millions of the Old Wordl may 
ever think of it as a land that will sup- 
ply them with bread,

The International Weather Service. 
The proposition for such a service 


was made at the International Meteoro- 
ogical Congress, held in Vienna in 
101 a, and since that time, throuRh the 
co-operation of scientific men and the 
chiefs of the Meteorological Weather 
Bureau* of different countries, records 
ot uniform observations taken daily and 
simultaneously with those taken over 
i«L,T1!ted ^ates and the adjacent 
islands have been exchanged. • 


ihe main object of this vast scientific 


enterprise is to study the atmosphere 
as a unit. "The atmospheric ocean must 
be viewed by every thinfiing mind as a 
-wnole, whose complex parts act inter- 
dependent^, as the variouB parts of a 
steam enguie, yet all constituting one 
grahd mechanism." The atmosphere, 
unlike the ocean, is individual and un- 
m|errupted; and every change of state, 
m any part of its expanse, sends forth a 
pulsation of energy which is speedily 
t?«far ^ wide." In 1878 the Signal 
Uthce at Washington began the regular 
publication of a daily international 
weather map, charted daily—an enter- 
P1186 without a precedent in history. 
As thesfc charts in successive order are 
spread out day after day, the investiga- 
tor has before him a vivid panorama of 
the physical forces in pictured action, 
so that he can readily trace their mutual 
dependenceandinteractioninthenormal 
working of the atmospheric machinery 
Mr, Maury says:. ' 


"The birth, life and death of storms: 


their translations from continent to 
continent, with the times and directions 
they take in such transits; the ther- 
momefcric, baric and wind conditions 
around the globe at various parallels; 
the distribution and amount of rain- 
fall and snowfall; the laws of our great 
hot waves" and "cold waves," with 
many other data for settling questions 
of climatology and possibly of fore- 
casting in some degree the character 
of coming seasons—are some of the 
practical problems of every day's life 
which the international charts and bul- 
letins will serve to simplify or solve. 
Among these none, perhaps, call for an 
earlier and exacter solution than the 
translation of cyclones from the Asiatic 
waters over the North Pacific ocean 
to the Pacific slope of the United States, 
and the kindred question of the trans- 
atlantic passage of American storms to 
Wester^ Europe. * * * The ocean, 
is pre-eminently the birthplace and. 
habitat of storms. Thence when fully 
f onned and densely stored with aqueous 
vapor—the fuel of the cyclonic engine 
—they assail the land-masses of the 
earth, and traversing them, unless in 
transitu they perish for want of water, 
return 
to 
their native 
element. 


* The golden key to our conti- 
nental meteorology is the adequate 
knowledge of the barometric depres- 
sion and associate waves of high press- 
ure which roll over the continent from 
the westward, and in their progress 
dominate the weather to the north of 
the thirty-fifth parallel."- Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

Death l>y Meteors. 


Mr. Proctor wrote: "I have *„- 


ceived several inquiries, some of them 
rather anxious inquiries, respecting the 
dangers to be feared from meteoric 
downfall. 
If 
we knew the aver- 


age 
number 
of meteoric' masses 


which break their way through the 
earth's armor—that is, through the 
firmament,' expanse of ether, pure 
transparent elemental air—it would be 
very easy to calculate the exact chance 
of death by meteoric downfall. As a 
matter of fact, we have no satisfactory 
evidence on this point, because most of 
the meteorites which fall upon the 
earth escape attention. I suppose 
bowever, that if Prof. Newton, of Yale 
College, rightly assumes the number 
"f falling stars of all orders to be 400 - 
"00,000 yearly, we may fairly assume 
t at about 4,000 meteorites fall annu- 
rily upon th& earth's surface. This 
allows one meteorite for 100,000 falling 
stars. New let us take the total num- 
ber of human beings at any one 
time on the earth as 1,500,000,000. 
Assume the risk of persona within 
doors equal to that of persons in the 
open air—for a meteorite falling on a 
house would not be seriously "inter-" 
rupted in its course,, since it would 
travel with a velocity of several jiiles 
per second. Again, remembering that 
the mtteors do not-fall vertically, nor, 
even if they did, do men always stand 
iiii'ifrht, we must take a larger' surface 
for eacla person than that which he pro- 
seats as seen from above when standing. 
We may take half a square yard for aa 
adult, and perhaps a quarter of a square 
yard for the average human being. Now, 
the earth's surface contains about 200,- 
000,000 square miles, each containing 
about 3,000,000 square yards—in aU 
2,400,000,000,000,000 quarter 
square 


yards—whereas the human race occupies 
only 1,500,000,000 quarter square yards. 
Thus the Chance of a single meteorite 
striking some one is as fifteen in 24,- 
000,000, or as one in 1,600,000; and if 
400 meteorites fall per annum, the 
chance of one death occurring in any 
given year is about l-400th. On the 
average one death b> a meteor stroke 
might be expected to occur in 400 
years. If it is troe, as I have recently 
seen stated, that nine such deaths have 
occurred in the last 900 years, it would 
appear probable that 16,000 meteorites, 
instead of 4,000, annually reach the

Prior to the adoption of this method of 


disposing of the public lauds many of the 
Aery best of them, as in northern Mis- 
souri, had remained in market so^long 
without being sold as to have been 
dleemedfworthlesB.

lions of acres of these lands were virtu-

ant prices. That this resulted in retard- 
ing the settlement and development of 
that state was a great national calamity is 
so palpable as to be universally admitted. 
While it is equally palpable that if thes e 
lands had been disposed of under the land 
f 


rant system during the early days of 
lissouri, they would have netted the 


government their full price forty years 
ago, the state would have achieved its 
present development prior to 1860, and 
the difference in the amount, of revenue 
she would have paid into the coffers ef 
the general government would have been 
incalculable.

power of calculation and a subject worthy 
of profound imagination.

As early as the 29th 
congress the Terntpry of Iowa succeeded 
in obtaining a small land grant for the 
improvement of the navigation of.the 
Des Moirjfes river. This was obtained 
through the sympathy 
of democratic 


members for democratic Iowa, and to aid 
in the election of democratic senators 
from the newly admitted extremely west- 
ern stale. It was deemed too trifling to 
be made a precedent, and besides* it was 
no loss .to the jrovernment, as the people 
who purchased the | alternate, even sec- 
tions had then, as ever since, to pay a 
double minimum, which was paying full 
price tor the land they purchased, and in 
addition, an equal amount to pay the 
government for the land it claimed to 
have given away or granted for improve- 
ments. This double minimum provision 
attached to these land grants is an out. 
rage to the people whjo preempt the un- 
granted sections, rendering the trans- 
action called a grant a mere subterfuge by 
which congress gives [to one and makes 
another pay for it. Congress owes it to 
its dignity as well aa its benignitv to 
erase this foul and illiberal blot from all 
land gi ants. 


THE IOWA 


This Iowa grant never eventuated in 


much benefit to the state. It was opposed 
aud restricted by Judge C</llam,er, chair- 
man of the committee ou public lands, 
Secretary Ewirig, andlothers in authority 
mainly on two grounds. The state was 
democratic. The public lauds belonged 
to the old states, and instead of being grant 
ed to any purpose should he divided pro 
rata among them. Thjs irrant was fought, 
crippled, virtually destroyed, aud then 
diverted to other purposes. In the mean- 
time jthc question of Ithe disposition of 
he public lands was kept before the 
>eopie until Stephen AJ Douglass succeed- 
d in obtaining for Illinois the wonderful 
and grant for 
railroad coustruction 


diich metamorphosed that state into an 
empire, brought imuhigration, activity, 
notoriety, wealth and 
unprecedented 


prosperity to the entire N«ft£h-west, and 
elevated the f^me of the "Little Giant" to 
the very pinnacle of statesmanship 
The 


Ijubsage of this munificent land grant 
virtually settled the long mooted and 
bitterly contested question of the ri»ht of 
congress to dispose of in this peculiar 
mauner (which was held to be-no pecuni- 
ary detriment,) the alternate sections of 
the public lands for the construction of 
internal improvements. 
This decision 


was afterwards and by different con- 
gresses supplemented and confirmed by 
the passage of many other similar L-ind

niticent public buildings would not have 
existed; her university i her colleges, her 
churches, her asylums and her manu- 
factories would have remained m a prim- 
itive condition; her wrealth would have 
been trifling, and her national import- 
ance and influence would have remained 
inconsiderable, her contributions to the 
national revenue would have been dimin- 
utive, her climate would have remained 
as arid and uncongenial as it was thirty 
years ago, aud her comparitively miser- 
able inhabitants would still be doomed to 
Irasport their scanty products on plank or 
inud roads and make their journeys in 
stage coaches. The good results of the 
adoption of this system of disposing of 
public lands foi the construction of such 
internal improvements as will enhance 
the value of thai which remains uiidis- 
doscd to'double its original value have 
been equally demonstrated and realized 
iu Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, and Wisconsin. Without this sys 
tern there would have been no trans-con- 
tinental railroad between tlie Atlantic 
and Pacific states; our territories would 
have been comparatively unsettled and 
unorganized; our immense mining re 
sources would have remained either un- 
known or poorly developed; the

would have remained a terra incognita, 
and our wonderful production of surplus 
provisions would not have attained their- 
present important proportions; the starv- 
ing world would have suffered and lan- 
guished for the want of our surplus, and 
we would be minus the gold it has 
brought us; our commerce would be de- 
ranged, the balance of trade would be 
against us, gold would flee away from u&, 
currency would be scarce and probably 
depreciated; and our whole government, 
instead of what it really is, would have 
remained powerless, poverty-stricken, be- 
hind the age, and the scorn of more pros- 
perous nations. Now, it is plain that, as 
the foimer exercise of this power in 
making such advantageous dispositions 
of the public lands has resulted in such 
wonderful national aggrandizement, aud 
an equal amount of individual prosperity 
and happiness,; as the developments cre- 
ated by these improvements have brought 
into light such an immensity of area"of 
inhabitable l^nd yet belonging to the 
government, and as this vast unsettled 
counliy only i^eeds similar land grants to 
transform it speedily into equally pros- 
perous states, jt would seem reasonable, 
proper, and even imperative that cen 
gress should extend similar land <rrants 
with all needed universality throughout 
the whole region of the undisposed public 
domain. 


DAKOTA DESKKVE9 TOK BI,ESSIXR. 


If it was desirable that Iowa, Minne- 


sota and other stales above mentioned 
should be speedily settled and trans- 
formed from unproductive deserts to pop- 
ulous and powerful M'ates, yielding im 
meuse revenue to the national treasury 
and contributing largely to the national 
power and exaltation, there can be no 
reason why it cannot b,e equally desirable 
that Dakota. Montana and 'all 
otlier 


organized territories should be made the 
recipients of -similar blessings and be 
permitted to occupy similar iclations to 
the general government. If the construc- 
tion of the Union Pacific railroad has 
been of incalculable ad vantage to mill ions 
of private persons, to most of the states 
and territories, to the general government 
and to tbe whole civilized world; if it has 
been or shall be.ascertained that there are 
other routes for the transcontinental 
thoroughfares of cheaper construction, 
with easier giades, through a more pro 
ductive and delightful country, destined 
to become more populous than the region 
through which the other passes, and so 
far away from it as to neither interfere 
with nor receive any immediate benefit 
fron> it, and if it is known that the

already and must ever remain inadequate 
to the performance of all the commercial 
and traveling requirements ot this won- 
derful country, and that the construction 
of other additional roads for similar pur- 
poses are impel atively demanded, there

The following is an analysis of the oc- 


cupancy of the Presidential office from 
the organization of the Government un- 
deMhe Federal constitution to the end 
of Mr. Hayes' term, showing the length 
of.jservice of the incumbents and the 
States of which they were residents : 


It will be seen that the Eastern States 


elebted thr^e of their citizens to that 
high position, serving one term each 
The Middle States .elected two and 
inherited a fraction of a term by the 
demise of a Southern President. T he 
Wejstern States elected four, who, if 
death had not interposed, would have 
held the offiea twenty-four years, but 
byjthe decease of two early in the 
terms for which they were chosen a 
Virginian and a T; ennesseean reduced 
the] period nearly eight years. The 
Southwestern States elected three, 
whrise service, with nearly a full term 
by Another inheritor, made over seven- 
teen years. 


The scepter departed 
from 
the 


Southern States proper when Jackson, 
who1 was more of a Western than a 
Southern' man, was elected, but it had 
its rule in the chief magistracy for 
morfe than thirty-six years— every in- 
cumbent being a Virginian! 


Assuming that the Eastern and Mid- 


dle States bear a similar relation to 
each other, politically, as that of the 
Western and Southwestern, the latter 
havei been the most favored and have 
had the President for more than thirty- 
three years, while the former aggregate 
not jquite twenty-three. So, too, the 
Western States exceed the Eastern — 
sixteen to twelve. Strangely enough, 
the jtwoi largest States of both the 
other localities are the only ones favoied 
— New York andPennsylvaniaand Ohio 
and Illinois.

The boomerang 


The Boomerang. 


is a weapon of ihe 
Australian aborigines, and in the throw- 
ing of lit they are very dexterous. It 
consists of a piece of hard wood, with 
the curl of a parabola, and is about two 
feet lobg, two and a half inches broad, 
one-third of an inch thick, and rounded 
at the1 extremeties. One side is flat, 
the other is rounded, and it is brought 
to a blnntish edgo. It is discharged 
with the hand by me end, the convex 
edge being forward and the flat side 
upward. After advancing some distance, 
and amending slowly in the air with a 
quick rotary motion, it begins to retro- 
grade, and finally falls to the ground 
behind the throwor. 
A weapon of 


similar {form, but ^ ranting the return 
flight, has been found in rise among 
savage pribes both in India and Africa. 
The surprising reliurn-motion is pro- 
duced by the bulged side of the missile. 
The air impinging thereon lifts the 
instrument in tlfe air, precisely as by 
bitting I the obliquo bars in the wind- 
mill it forces it to {;o round. The Aus- 
tralians are very expert in hitting birds 
with it, the anintds, of course, being

Cultivation of Strawberries. 


Mr. t P. Roe, the horticulturist, for 


a Scribner series on J>mall 
fruits,. 


wrote as follows of a mooted question 
in the, culture of strawberries : 


I have now reached a point at which 


I differ from most horticultural writers. 
As a rule it is "advised that there be no 
spring cultivation of bearing plants. It 
has been said that merely pushing the 
winter mulch aside sufficiently to let the 
new growth come through is all that is 
needed. I admit that the results are 
often satisfactory under this method, 
especially if there has been deep, thor- 
ough culture in the fall, and, if the 
mulch between and around the plants 
is very abundant. At the same time I 
have so often seen unsatisfactory re- 
sults that I take a decided etandinf^ 
vc 
of spring cultivation, if done 


promptly and sufficiently 
early. 
I 


think my reasons will commend them- 
selves to practical men. Even where 
the soil has been, left mellow bv fall 
cultivation, the beating rains and the 
weight of melting snows'pack the earth. 
All loamy land settles and tends to 
grow hard after" the frost leaves it. 
While the mulch, checks this tendency 
itcasnot wholly prevent it As a mat- 
ter of fact the spaces between the 
rows are seldom 
thoroughly loos-

over a comparatively hard 
surface, 


which by the following June has be- 
come so solid as to suffer disastrously 
from drought in the blossoming and 
bearing peason. 
I have seen well- 


mulohed fields with their plants falter- 
ing and wilting, unable to mature the 
crop because the ground had become so 
bard that an ordinary shower could 
make but little impression. Moreover, 
even if kept moist by the mulch, land 
long shielded from sun and air tends to 
become sour, heavy and devoid of that 
life Which gives vitality and vigor to 
the plant. The winter mulch need not 
be laboriously raked from the garden 
bed or field and then carted back again. 
Begin on one side of a plot and rake 
toward the other until three or four 
rows and spaces between them are bare ; 
ihcri fork the spaces or run the cultiva- 
tor—often the snb«oil ploi. — deeply 
thiongli t! tm, and then icjiDj"cliatfclv, 
bofcrc the moiet, newly-made surface 
dries, iv.ke the winter mulch hack into 
its pL^e as a summer mulch. Then 
tnke another strip and treat it in like 
manner, until the generous impulse of 
spring aar and sunshine has been given 
to tkejsoil of the entire plantation.
